None of these were 
fulfilled. 
They were given in expec­ 
tation of food from Ukraine, which in 
view of the increasing revolts against 
the central empires and Skoropadsky 
is no more than problematical. Ger­ 
many is relying so little on this that 
she has reduced the daily bread ration 
from 20 0 to 160 grams (half an ounce.)

a pound). Butter is 40 francs a kilo­ 
gram (about $4 a pound). Vienna’s 
population is not getting even 35 lier 
cent of lls normal rations.

P A R IS , June 13.— French forces, delivering their first counter attack on 
the wing of the new Oise fron t last night, hurled the Germans back across 
the M atz river. 
“There was no German attack on the western flank and in th e center. 
“ On the M arne front a violent German attack against Bouresches and 
Belleau wood was broken up by Am erican and French troops, who held all 
th eir newly won positions and inflicted the heaviest losses on the enemy. 
“The most violent fighting is going on between the Aisne and the V illers- 
Cotterets forest, where the French gained slightly, fighting in Couvres and 
St. Pierre-Aigle. 
“ Between M ontdidier and the Antheuil region there was no new German 
attack,” the communique said. 
“ Yesterday evening and Inst night the French 
consolidated th eir positions. 
"On the righ t French counter attacks hurled the Germans back east of 
the M atz, the French occupying the heights of C ro ixR icard and Melicocq. 
A hundred prisoners and a number of machine guns were taken . 
"The most violent fighting is going on between the Aisne and Villers- 
Cotterets forest, where the Germans progressed to the hollow east of La 
Versine and succeeded, in the heaviest fighting, in obtaining a foothold in 
Couvre and St. Pierre-Aigle. 
“ On the Bcuresches-Belteau wood fro n t a German attack was broken up 
by French and Am erican forces, who held all th eir new gains and inflicted 
the heaviest losses.”

$6000 in cash. 
Secretary O. H, Burke of the Santa 
Ana Walnut Growers’ Association, has 
just received 
an 
unexpected remit­ 
tance 
from 
the 
California 
W alnut 
Growers Association of Loa Angeles 
amounting to $6040.09, 
representing 
the local growers’ share of a $37,000 
extra dividend on 
the 
1917 
walnut 
crop. 
This further payment totals ex­ 
actly I per cent of the value of last 
season’s shipments from this section 
and was obtained from the saving in 
the selling expenses of the Central 
Association last year. 
In making this final distribution, the 
California Walnut Growers’ 
Associa­ 
tion lias beaten its former excellent 
record in low selling cost. For the past 
several seasons the Central Associa­ 
tion has made a charge of 3% per cent 
for marketing the output of the local 
walnut growers’ association, but sur­ 
prising ah It may seem in these days 


of constantly increasing costs of do­ 
ing business, thfe selling charge as­ 
sessed against the walnut 
growers 
this season ha3 been reduced to 2% 
per cent, which is claimed to be the 
lowest selling charge made by any 
growers’ co-operative 
association 
in 
America, and is surely conclusive evi­ 
dence that the producers of California, 
through 
their 
co-operative 
associa­ 
tions. are greatly reducing the gen­ 
erally wide variance between 
prices 
leech ed by the producer and paid by 
the consumer. 
The walnut growers of this district 
are all jubilant over the prospect of 
receiving from Secretary Burke their 
slice of the melon which they expect 
will be about large enough 
to 
pay 
their government income taxes due on 
the lath of this month, and all agree 
that this last disbursement will bring 
up their total returns for Inst season 
considerably above amounts received 
by their less fortunate neighbors who 
did not market their crops through the 
association. 
On June 8 the Central Association

surplus accumulated in its cull walnut 
account through 
reduced 
operating 
costs and 
premiums 
over 
opening 
prices received on some sales. Santa 
Ana’s share of this fund is $7095,39. 
As final payments based on season’s 
opening prices on culls were made 
some time ago it go es without saying 
that distribution of ibis very substan­ 
tial surplus which brings the average 
paid by the Association on all culls 
received to 12% cents i>er pound is 
very pleasing to the grower who, be­ 
fore the association established crack­ 
ing plants and created a market for 
California walnut meats 
considered 
himself lucky to receive three or four 
cents ]>er pound for his culls. 
The new dividend checks cannot be 
mailed to local growers until final dis­ 
incorporation of the old S. A. Valiev 
Association, which will likely be about 
July I.

SPECIALIZED CLERKS NEEDED 


Expert clerical work has a more important place 
in the governm ent’s war organization than most 
}>eoplc realize. 
W e all know that the war can not be 
won in tile trenches alone; that an effective estab­ 
lishment at home is vital to the success of the biggest 
job ever undertaken by any nation; but the full ex­ 
tent to which the specialized clerk is heeded is per­ 
haps not generally understood. 
And it is in this 
class of work that women have the best opportunity 
to be of real service to the government at this time. 
In the national capital alone the civilian force 
increased from 30,000 to nearly 80,000 during the 
first year of our participation in the war. 
Xine- 
tenths of the new employes are clerks of one kind 
or another, and fully three-fourths \of them are 
women. Eighteen thousand stenographers and typists 
are at work constantly in the government offices at 
W ashington on the tons of correspondence and rec­ 
ords made necessary by war preparations on a scale 
such as the world has never before known. 
ticneral clerks, that is. those without a specialty, 
are not difficult to obtain even under present condi­ 
tions, but the United States Civil Service Commis­ 
sion, charged with the duty of recruiting the civil 
service to meet war needs, is experiencing difficulty 
in obtaining a -ufficient number of applications for 
malty clerical positions which require special traili­ 
ng or experience*. 
There is an urgent call for 
applicants tor the positions of stenographer, type­ 
writer, bookkeeper-tvpewriter, clerk-bookkeeper, cost 
accountant, accounting and statistical clerk, statis- 
t id an, clerk qualified in accounting, clerk qualified in 
business administration, index and catalogue clerk, 
schedule cleric, passenger-rate clerk, blue-print file 
clerk, and a^si>tant to business m anager. 
All of 
these positions are open to both men and women. 
Representatives of the Civil Service Commission at 
the post offices in all cities arc prepared to furnish 
definite information and application blanks. 


THE PERENNIAL MILLION 


America Will Never Yield 


A nother springtim e has come and gone in our north 
tem perate zone, and the world-war en ters a period of 
sum m er fighting that will soon have brought us to the 
beginning of the w ar’s fifth year. 
It is the general 
opinion th at the m ilitary situation is near its critical 
climax. 
Events have so shaped them selves that both 
sides 
see 
a 
possibility 
of 
term inating 
the 
conflict 
through victory upon the w est front. 
The Germ ans have 
been doing everything in their power to strengthen their 
forces for further attacks upon the Allied line in France. 
T heir aim is to break through to the channel ports, and 
to sh a tter the B ritish front, while rolling back the 
French arm ies and occupying Paris. 
Out of victories 
thus gained they hope to evolve an early peace. 


They are staking all their fortunes on this sum m er’s 
offensive. 
They have in mind a league of nations, with 
a re u n ited and harm onious Europe under G erm any’s 
leadership and under her fully acknowledged dom ination. 
Even lf Germ any should conquer such a peace in Europe 
(which we deem impossible) the U nited S tates would 
not adm it defeat. 
This country would be able to de­ 
fend itself against Germany, no m atter to what extent 
the Teutonic em pire m ight become aggrandized. 


Furtherm ore—assum ing a reasonable degree of prep­ 
aration for self-defense in South Am erica—the United 
S tates w ith Canada’s partnership could protect the entire 
W estern H em isphere from any form of Germ an aggres­ 
sion. 
All com petent strateg ists understand that in aid­ 
ing the European Allies on a large scale to m eet Germany 
in Europe, we a re ‘undertaking w hat in every aspect is a 
much more difficult task than would be ours if we were 
fighting Germ any unaided and alone. The European war 
has assum ed a form that is relatively advantageous for 
Germany, and th at puts us at the disadvantage of im­ 
mense distances. 


It is because they fully understand this in France, 
and because all the more thoughtful and candid minds 
of Great B ritain also understand it, that they appreciate 
so deeply the w illingness of the A m erican people not 
m erely to carry on a w ar against Germ any by reason 
of our own grievances, but to aid them in the particular 
aspects of the war that circum stances have now rendered 
m ost exigent. 
The action we have taken m akes the 
league of nations a present reality rath er than a future 
aspiration. 
We have espoused a great cause, and we 
are not carrying on the w ar for our own national needs.

The government has been registering the lads 
turned 21 since the first registration, a year ago. 
There are more than three-quarters of a million of 
them. 
There might be a round million if so many 
had not already enlisted. 
There will be a similar number coming on every 
year while the w ar lasts. 
'Hie eligibles will really 
increase for several years, with the natural rise of 
our population level. 
The w ar wastage does not 
affect them. 
For all practical purposes of this war 
they are an unfailing resource, to be counted on a 
surely as the sequence of the seasons or the interest 
on government bonds. 
We have an annual crop of 
a million young men. at the very apex of their 
fighting powers. 
Every crop is a clean addition 
to the millions of more advanced age already picked 
or eligible. 
It is they who will win the war. 
They are 
the decisive factor. 
No other belligerent has any 
such resources to draw on. 
Germany has little 
more than half as many coming of age every year 
and die cannot use them this year nor next year 
nor the year after, because she has already taken 
her boys down to the age of 18. 
France and Britain 
are in better plight, but they have nothing like this 
perennial ripening of available soldier-stuff. 
Our men of 21 to 31 are now beginning to re 
!ie\e our tired allies. 
They will soon be bearing the 
main burden. 
As they weary in turn, it is the boys 
of 21 pouring into France in endless waves, who 
will strengthen and freshen them, ami keep up the 
battle with unflagging energy, till they deal Prussian 
ism its death blow’.

laid down by the United States are perfectly right; the 
conditions laid down by Germany are within the power of 
Germany to enforce. 
Holland is literally between the 
devil and the deep sea; Am erican conditions representing 
the deep sea. 
The other role is also appropriately filled. 
Holland m ust be fed. 
T here are only two ways of doing 
Allis feeding, and if either of these ways is adopted the 
other will make the feeding impossible. 
T here is no 
way of deciding on the basis of force, because in this 
situation there are two forces, both invincible. 
There 
has never been but one answ er to the old conundrum , 
“W hat would happen if an irresistible force were to 
act upon an immovable body?” and th at was, "Som ething 
would have to bust." 
Since the “som ething" in this 
case would be Holland, Jonkheer Van Louden has the 
task of finding some other answ er to this conundrum 
presented in very concrete and im m ediate form, 
it is 
a task which no one will envy him, and in which we 
unfortunately cannot help him except by continuing to 
insist that we shall be the irresistible force, but that 
Germany shall cease to he the immovable body.

Stated In Opinion By 
Commission 


Thoro is a possibility that tho South­ 
ern California Edison Company 
may 
find it necessary to ask the State Rail­ 
road Commission for a raise of rates. 
The R egister has received from W. L. 
Deluding an article concerning a deci­ 
sion by the State Railroad Commission 
in regard to public utilities in the state. 
Deluding is district agent of the Edi­ 
son company, 
“Although we hope to he able,” 
w rites Deluding, “ to maintain the 
present standard, we believe the com­ 
mission is very just in stating that it 
is a public duty to m aintain all utili­ 
ties in an efficient m anner and, in or­ 
der to do this it is necessary that we 
receive a rate which will enable us to 
adequately serve the public.” 
The article referred to reads as fol­ 
lows: 
' 
T hat public utility companies on the 
coast are affected by the world's war 
is evidenced by a recent decision of 
the State Railroad 
Commission, 
in­ 
volving rates of the Pacific 
Gas 
Ae 
Electric Company, operating in San 
Francisco and in most 
of 
Northern 
California. 
Responding to num erous inquiries 
regarding the ability of Southern Cal­ 
ifornia companies to continue their 
present rates for service under war 
I conditions. Mr. VV. A. Brackenridge, 
president of Southern California Edl- 
son Company, called attention to the 
increased price of oil from GOC to $1.60 
per barrel and quoted excerpts from 
this decision of the commission. 
Added Expenses 
The price of oil which is unregulat­ 
ed has advanced, the cost of practical­ 
ly all m aterials and labor used in the 
production of gas and electricity has 
increased, and there is no assurance 
that they will not be still further in­ 
creased. 
The decision of the Railroad Com­ 
mission says, “The war has produced 
abnorm al business conditions, which 
affect the business of producing gas, 
as it has affected all other business 
and where the utility service is under 
regulation and the price at which the 
service is sold to the public is dictated 
by authority', the com panies are help­ 
less unless public authority will ex­ 
tend prom pt relief. 
‘‘E ntirely aside 
from 
justice 
and 
fairness to the ow ners of the utilities. 
it is seriously to be considered that 
unless the public utilities 
are 
m ain­ 
tained in a reasonably sound financial 
!condition, they will no longer be able 


I to serve the public efficiently, as R is 
a dem onstrated fact that a weak and 
staggering* company is incapable of 
providing good service.” 
The commission affirms (hat it is 
sound public policy and in harmony 
with the declared policy of the federal 
adm inistration, that business institu­ 
tions he not allowed to go into bank­ 
ruptcy, and that the President of the 
United States, the Secretary of the 
T reasury, and the Com ptroller of the 
C urrency have each spoken clearly 
and definitely on this subject. 
For 
these reasons the S tate Railroad Com­ 
m ission holds that it should, without 
hesitation, place utility rates 
on 
a 
basis so that these companies shall 
not fail in their service to tile public 
and becom e a menace to the finance of 
the country.
